LOW PRICE OF WOOL. 


A large majority of the sheep raisers 


in Nevada are Republicans. Indeed, 
some that we could mention who were 
formerly Democrats 
changed 
their 


polities upon becoming interested in 
mutton and wool. The reason for this 
is evidently the belief that a high 
tariff on the raw material is advanta- 
geous to the wool producers of this 
country. 
An examination of the 


statistics of wool prices from the time 
the first tax was placed on the foreign 
article, will show in the aggregate that 
the price of the home product was 
lower under a high tariff than a low 
one, and higher still under free im- 
portation than with any tariff rate at 
all. That this has not always been the 
case ia the last few years is owing to 
peenliar •onditions which do not effect 
the general proposition we have men- 
tioned. In many of the fabrios manu- 
factured in the United States, foreign 
wool is indiipensibla and a tariff upon 
it is disastrous to our mannfactnriri, 
many of whom have had to close down 
their works at different times because 
of their inability to successfully com- 
pete with foreign manufacturers for 
lack of suoh quality of material as 
would enable them to conduct their 
basinets without loss. 


In support of this proposition we 


will quote what was said to a repre- 
sentative of the Texas Stockman and 
Farmer by a member of one of the 
largest wool commission houses in the 
United States, who gave gome pertin- 
ent reasons for the present low prices 
of wool. The stock of wool on hand is 
sufficient to supply the want! of the 
manufacturers for the next two years, 
if the factories are operated at their 
full capacity. This is especially true 
of clothing wool, that is wool not hav- 
ing the strength and length necessary 
for yarn. This large supply of wool 
on hand is due to very large importa- 
tions stimulated by the anticipation 
of the Dingley tariff law* Another 
factor which contributes to tbe low 
prices of wool is tbe present styles of 
cloth, for whieh one-fourth to three- 
eights of combing wool is necessary. 
This wool must be imported from 
foreign countries as the United State* 
is able to produce it only to a very 
small extent. In spite of the tariff 
this grade of wool is very scarce in 
this country. The production of this 
grade of wool requires epeoial condi- 
tions and can only be obtained where 
only email flocks are bandied to that 
tbe farmer may give it proper care and 
attention. 


Asked why the wool market was 


much higher last spring Mr. Wiseman 
said that spring clips always ruled 
higher, though the prices paid for wool 
last spring were not justified by ex- 
isting circumstances, as buyers lost 
heavily on their purchases. 


BREVITIES. 


NOBODT seems to know who is going- 


to be appointed superintendent of the

One 
thing we do know: It will be a Wal- 
lace man, and as they all size up about 
alike, there can be bat little to choose 
between them. When the appoint- 
ment is made tbe successful applicant 
will become a public official, and as 
such the JOOTJNAL will feel at liberty 
to comment freely upon the appoint- 
ment and perhaps relate some inter- 
esting facts which have been in its 
possession—some for months and oth- 
ers for weeks—all of which will prove 
interesting reading matter to tbe gen- 
eral public, as well as tbe parties 
concerned. 


THE California legiilature had ex- 


ceeded tbe per diem limit by over a 
week, and it is supposed (by afew) that 
tbe members are working for nothing 
and boarding themselves. Tbe prob- 
abilities are that somebody or some- 
bodies are putting up the "equivalent" 
for most of them, with a strong prob- 
ability tbat the "somebodies" are tbe 
two most prominent candidates for U. 

It tbe deadlock ii broken 
it will doubtless be upon the high 
mcral principle of one of tbe candi- 
dates giving way to prevent a vacancy 
from tbe State .in the Senate — upon 
tbe condition that the other fellow re- 
imburses him for his outlay in baying 
votes and other legitimate expenses.
